Accompanied by Experts. 


Lloyd was accompanied by a 
group of experts and the chief 
of the foreign office press divi- 
sion, Sir George Young, to pub- 
licize Britain’s side of the case. 

The foreign minister outlined 
Britain’s position before leav- 
ing London. 


“We want a peaceful settle- 
ment above all,” Lloyd said. 
“We intensely dislike the pros- 
pect of using force but we are 
determined to stand up for our 
rights, the rights of the British 
people and many other coun- 
tries as well.” 

He reviewed the Western 
efforts to negotiate with Egyp- 
tian President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser first through a commit- 
tee that unsuccessfully present- 
ed the “Dulles plan” for inter- 
national operation of the canal, 
and now through a Suez canal 
users association. 


The Association was formally 
proclaimed in London yesterday 
with the support of 15 nations 
representing most of the users 
of the canal. A series of com- 
mittees met today in London to 
draft a constitution for the or- 
ganization and seek a chairman. 


Yugosiav Official First. 


Yugoslav Foreign Minister 
Koca Popovic led the parade 
of top-level diplomats into New 
York yesterday. (The New York 
Times auoted Popovic as saying 
“There is a possibility of a 
compromise” on the Suez ques- 
tion. He did not say what he 
had in mind. Yugoslavia has 
consistently supported Egypt in 
the controversy.) 

French Foreign Minister 
Christian Pineau and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Dmitri Shepi- 
lov are expected tomorrow. The 
Moscow radio announced Shepi- 
lov had left for New York. It 
will be his first visit to the 
United States as Foreign Min- 
ister.

WASHINGTON; Oct. 2—Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson pledged last 
night that, if he is elected, his 
administration will set “the 
highest priority on the estab- 
lishment of a clear-cut national 
policy for the improvement of 
educational facilities.” 


In the second of his pro- 
jected series of “major affirm- 
ations,’ which will add up to 
his personal platform, the Dem- 
ocratic presidential candidate 
said the nation will have to 
spend from $500,000,000 to a 
billion dollars more each year 
for the next 10 years to build 
the schools and hire the teach- 
ers required by the rapidly- 
growing scnool-age population. 


Stevenson, who issued the 
statement on the eve of his 
departure from his campaign 
headquarters today for an east- 
ern swing by airplane, auto- 
mobile and train, hinted that it 
might be necessary to increase 
taxes to pay the bill for the 
federal snare of higher school 
costs. 


Federal Tax Rise. 


The country can raise at 
least part of the added require- 
ments “through federal taxes, 
primarily the income tax,” 
Stevenson said. He acknowl- 
edged that the prospect of in- 
creased federal expenditures 
for anything “is one that any 
holder of national office or any 
candidate for office must face 
with stern anxiety. 

In this paper, he said, he was 
mainly setting out goals; he 
promised to “make bluntly 
clear” in another study. the 
economic and fiscal conse- 
quences of any enlarged fed- 
eral “welfare” programs.

based on justice—and toward 
lasting prosperity, widely 
shared. This is the road of 


freedom in the life of the in- 
dividual—and integrity in the 
life of the government. 

This is the road of harmony

~—and, above all, millions of 
self-reliant American citizens. 

We have come a long way in 
this new direction.

An America where long and 
costly strikes will be rare— 
where older workers will be 
hired entirely on the basis of 
abilitv—and where local unem- 
ployment problems will be at- 
tacked by special programs of 
fir-ncial and technical aid. 

An America where we shall 
see the benefits of our recent 
action to conserve our soil and 
water resources — while abun- 
dant new supplies of power will 
be unleashed for our surging 
industrial growth. 

An America where the great- 
est possible government effi- 
ciency allows the lowest possi- 
ble covernmert costs — and, 
he lower taxes. 

Aci this — incidentally — 
means an America whose gov- 
ernment is not run by poli- 
tic -ns who think that the 
wav to lower taxes is to in- 
crease expenditures. Our way 
— . reduce expenditures—is 
vory o'd-fashioned. But it has 
one important advantage—it 
works. 

I see ahead 
whose sound social programs 
struck at the very roots of 
economic need and insecurity. 

An America where special 
laws will have improved and 
protected the competitive posi- 
tion of small business—so vital 
to our free eccnomy. 

And an America where our 
troubled period of adjustment 
to the practical meaning of 
caual opportunity, without re- 
gard to race, will have largely 
given way to a new spirit of 
understanding and harmony.

ing directly to individuals. And 
we have balanced the budget. 

As to the needs of low in- 
come families: 
wage was increased. A_ great 
co-operative effort was launched 
to improve earning opportuni- 
ties in low-income rural areas. 
A special campaign is in force 
to improve the working condi- 
tions and regularity of income 
of migrant farm laborers. The 
rate of rehabilitating hangi-

Today there are 33,000,000 |

Truly now edgy belongs to 
all of us. 

This triumph of the educa- 
tional idea in America, cou- 
pled with the sharp rise in 
births during and since World 
War II, has filled our schools 
so full that they are today 
bursting at the seams. 

And the great rush has only 
begun. Five years from now 
our already overcrowded ele- 
mentary schools will have to 
serve three extra children for 
every 10 now in school. By 
1970 our high schools will 
hav@ seven extra students for 
every 10 now in school.

eral funds actually spent on 
education was channeled through 
the office of education. The

| It has been frequently pro- 
_posed that there should be a 
|separate department of educa- 
| tion in the President’s cabinet. 
1 think this should be given 
‘consideration, but I think we 
\should be sure that it would 
|not aggravate the administra- 
tive problem in our Federal 
|Government, And I think we 
’ Id also ‘Want to be careful 
t such action would not in- 
|troduce a_ political element 
| which would be undesirable and 
shift the center of gravity in 
this field from the local to the 
national government level. In 
‘any event, however, a funda- 
|mental reorganization of the 
| Federal Government's adminis- 
'trative machinery for the han- 
| dling of the problems of educa- 
_tion seems imperative. 
| PROPOSAL NUMBER TWO: 
FEDERAL AID TO THE 
STATES, 
| There .is substantial agree- 
| ment today that some form of 
federal financial assistance to 
the states for educational pur- 
poses is required. The real 
issue now is not where there 
should be federal assistance, 
but rather what forrf it should 
take and how much it should be. 
| This program should include 
|aid for school construction. The 
Kelley Bill, which was before 
the House of Representatives 
this year, represented a sub- 
stantial step toward this end. 
But I do not think that the 
federal aid program can ad- 
visedly be limited to grants for 
school construction. The build- 
| ing shortage is the most®bvious 
one, but the hidden crisis—the 
shortage of teachers—is surely 
/as important. 
| The priority needs differ 
from community to community 
and from state to state, and the 
Federal Government is not in 
the best position to judge these 
individual needs. Some commu- 
nities desperately need new 
classrooms, ‘but others are more 
immediately in need of more 
and better teachers, 
books, or a richer coreiculns 
It seems to me we should con- 
sider a program of general aid, 
leaving the states and commu- 
nities free to assign their own 
priorities in using supplemental 
funds from the Federal Govern- 


ment. 
Federal] Grants. 


whether the federal grants 
should be made outright or on 
a matching basis. There are 
advantages and disadvantages 
to both forms. The matching 
grants offer certain safeguards. 
Yet they may also mean a dis- 
ruption of broader state and 


education. 

1 would think ‘that federal 
grants would take into account 
both the number of school-age 
children and the element of 
economic need in the various 
states. 

Many states already follow 


embodying the same principles 
would give further encourage- 
ment in this practice. The fed- 
eral and state governments 
alike should be concerned with 
reducing the severe educational 
handicaps presently suffered by 
youngsters who, no 
fault of their own, happen to 
live in economically under- 
privileged communities. 


I would feel that Congress 
should adopt legislation that 
leaves little room for admin- 
istrative discretion in the fix- 
ing of the amount or terms of 
the federal grants; thus any 
attempt to inject federal con- 
trol would have to be 
thrashed out in the open on 
the floor of Congress and 
could not be tucked away in 
the fine print of some admin- 
istrative regulation. 


It must be recognized that 
this program will be costly. 

President Eisenhower pro- 
posed a school construction 
program of $250,000,000 a year, 
totaling $1,250,000,000 over 
five years. The Democratic- 
sponsored Kelley bill would 
have .authorized $400,000,000 of 
construction grants annually, 
for a total of $1,600,000,000 
over four years. 

We must expect that as the 
school population keeps on ris- 
ing and as we turn to meeting 
mot only the school construc- 
tion need but also the teacher 
shortage, these figures 
have to be raised. I 
ready referred to the estimates 
which have been made indicat- 
ing the inevitable increase dur- 
ing the next 10 years in the 
total amount of educational 
costs in this country. We must 
decide how much of this should 
be borne by the state and local 
governments (as 96 per cent of 
it is now), and how much we 
should shift to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

It is impossible to fix a price 
tag on a federal aid program 
without having first made a 
determination as to how much 
of this added burden the states 
and local communities can and 
will bear, whether federal par- 
ticipation should go beyond 
school construction costs (as I 
think it should), whether the 
federal grants should be on an 
outright grant or a matching 
grant basis, and so forth. 

But I do want to suggest 
that just as a business mat- 
ter every dollar we spend on 
educating American boys and 
girls will be. returned—with 
interest—in terms of their in- 
creased productivity; and fur- 
ther, that if we decide to 
skimp on education, every 
dollar we save will probably 
be lost twice over in terms of 
things like the costs of juve- 
nile delinquency, boys unable 
to meet the standards for 
military service, the unavail- 
ability of scientists and engi- 
og and increased relief 
rolls. 


PROPOSAL NUMBER THREE: 
GRANTS FOR 
HIGHER EDUCATION 

It is estimated that each year 
at least 100,000 of our ablest 
high school students stop their 
formal education for primarily 
economic reasons. The record is 
also clear that there is today 
a serious shortage of young men 
and women adequately trained 
in certain fields, such as teach- 
ing, science and engineering. 

I think we should seriously 
consider, and probably explore 
at least on an experimental 
basis, some of the proposals 
that have been made to meet 
these problems. 

One of these proposals which 
seems to me to command itself 
is for the establishment of a 
limited number of federally sup- 
ported undergraduate scholar- 
ships or loans to students who 
want to go to college, are qual- 
ified to make good use of a 
college education, and will 
otherwise be denied this oppor- 
tunity. 

I think we should also con- 
sider the granting of fellow- 
ships, on a basis of merit and 
need, to specially qualified 
students who are prepared to 
commit themselves to service 
in teaching or in other fields 
of particularly acute shortage. 

I realize that these proposals 
present many problems and im-

plications which must be care- 
fully and fully explored. 

One of these is the desirabil- 
ity of so administering this pro- 
gram as not to affect the bal- 
ance between public and private 
institutions. It has been urged, 
in this connection, that any pro- 
gram of scholarship or fellow- 
ship grants which may work 
more to the benefit of private 
than of publie colleges and uni- 
versities should be balanced by 
grants to states for aid to high- 
er education in public institu- 
tions. The point is an important 
one and, whether in the sug- 
gested form or some other, 
should be taken into account. 

If a loan, rather than a schol- 
arship and fellowship, program 
appears advisable, then I should 
think that arrangements would 
be worked out for making these 
loans through local banks, with 
appropriate government protec-

on. 

The problems of determining 
need and qualifications would 
have to be met. 

Any scholarship program of 
this kind would have to be care- 
drawn and restricted to 
prevent abuses by the unworthy

PROPOSAL NUMBER FIVE:

The federal program of as- 
sistance for vocational educa- 
tion should be expanded. The 
present administration has 
sought on two occasions to cut 
the program, by 25 per cents 
one year and by an additional 6 
per cent the next. \Yet voca- 
tional education is given to’ 
only about one half the stu- 
dents below the college level 
who need and want it; more: 
than 5000 high schools serving 
farm children lack programs of 
vocational agriculture. 


The rapid pace of change in 
the world and the prospect of 
increased technical develop- 
ment and a shorter work week, 
is driving home to us the im- 
portant fact that a person's edu- 
cation should not and must* not 
‘end witth a school diploma 
or a college degree; it only be- 
gins there. 

Opportunities for continuing 
education, all through life, must 
be an important ingredient of 


the new America. Already 
there are some 50,000,000 
Americans engaged in one, 


form or another of adult educa- 
tion—more than the total en- 
rollment of our elementary and 
secondary schools. The need 
and the demand will mount” 
rapidly. What should we be 
doing to meet this important” 
need? Obviously there are no 
easy answers. We must seek 
them out, try them out, apply 
them on an adequate scale. 
Adult Education. 


A strong system of adult 
education will do many things 
for us as a nation. Not least 
of all it can lib@rate us from 
old passions and prejudices, it 
can help us as citizens find 
wiser answers to new and press- 
ing public problems, and it can 
make us impervious to artificial 
answers in the form of huck- 
sters’ slogans. 


This is another major educa- 
tional challenge to which we 
must turn our attention, another 
national challenge calling for 
leadership at the highest level. 

“In proportion as a govern- 
ment gives forth to public opin- 
ion,” said George Washington, 
“it is essential that public opin- 
ion shall be enlightened.” Edu- 
cation is one of the pillars on 
which our freedom rests. When 
we neglect education, we weak- 
en the whole foundation of 
free society. And when we 
neglect education in an age of 
global conflict, we risk the very 
safety of our nation and the 
future of freedom in the world. 

But, more than this, educa- 
tion is one means by which the 
individual can realize his -own 
highest capacity. 

It is essential, therefore, that 
education be available equally 
to all, without distinction or 
discrimination based on race or 
creed or color or economic con- 
dition. 


The crisis {n our schools is 

not only a challenge to democ- 
racy and to national security. 
Above all, it is a challenge to 
conscience—to our moral con-- 
victiof of the worth of individ- 
ual human beings, to our ldve 
and hopes for our children, and 
to our faith in America. 
Thus far we have responded 
to the challenge by pious 
words, by conferences, by token 
gestures, by promise and post- 
ponement. 

The time has now come to 
respond by deeds, courageous, 
decisive and strong, in the tra- 
dition of our nation and in the 
spirit of our democracy.

New G.O.P. Strength.

Em- 
ployment is at or near an all- 
time high. Even the farmers are 
saying “we're not hurtin’ now.” 

2. An aggressive campaign to 
win Republican converts among 
Negroes that appears to be hav- 
ing some success*with the small 
percentage of those in the mid- 
dle and upper income brackets. 

3. A strong feeling among 
women particularly that the 
President and Mrs. Eisenhower 
are setting the nation an admir- 
able example of exemplary fam- 
ily life.

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Not That Short 


President Eisenhower must think the Ameri- 
can people have very short memories on the 
school issue. Speaking at the University of 
Kentucky, in a nation-wide television address, 
he asked for re-election for himself and the 
election of a Republican Congress so his Ad- 
ministration could attend to such “unfinished 
business” as to provide “federal aid to educa- 
tion.” Earlier in the same day he sent a4 més- 
sage to the National Education Association, for 
publication in its journal, which said: 


This (the present Republican) Administra- 
tion has sought and will continue to seek 
legislation to help communities with inade- 
quate resources to build the classrooms our 
children need in every part of the country. 


Only three months ago the President had a 
perfect opportunity to do something about just 
that kind of legislation. The school aid bill was 
up for a vote in the House of Representatives. 
The prospect was that it would pass easily if it 
were not loaded down with the Powell amend- 
ment—the rider of the New York City Con- 
gressman to withhold federal aid from any states 
that failed to “comply with the decisions of the 
Supreme Court.” 

An advance count showed that the Democrats 
in the House would vote against the Powell 
amendment by approximately 2 to 1. All that 
was needed was reasonable Republican party 
support of the White House’s asserted position 
against the amendment. A strong appeal by 
President Eisenhower would have put it tp 
squarely to the Republicans to vote against the 
hobbling amendment. 

‘No such appeal came from Mr. Eisenhower. 
No such appeal came from anyone on the White 
House staff. No such appeal came from Republi- 
can Leader Martin or any other House member. 
No one announced that the President was making 
an Administration test of the roll call. 

Here is how the members of the two parties 
divided on the Powell amendment: 


FOR AGAINST 
Republicans 148 46 
Democrats 77 146 
225 192 


In short, the Republicans put the Powell 
amendment in the bill—in flat conflict with what 
President Eisenhower said represented his posi- 
tion. They did so by a vote of 3 to 1 on a roll call 
which showed the Democrats supporting the 
President 2 to 1. 

Then seizing the pretext that they did not ap- 
prove the formula on which funds would be al- 
lotted to the states, the Republicans turned 
around and voted against the bill when it came 
up for passage. Here is the record of their trans- 
parent switch: 


FOR AGAINST 
Republicans 75 119 
Democrats 119 105 
194 224 


Thus the Democrats, even though the Powell 
amendment was repugnant to the Southerners 
generally, cast a clear majority for the bill. It

The Post-Dispatch believes the independent 
voter, under these circumstances, can only agree 
with Adlai E. Stevenson in his excellent address 
on the educational crisis.

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London’s Ghost ‘Club’ 

The Suez canal users’ association now being 
formed in London is only a ghost of what it 
started out to be. In proceeding with the project 
despite a basic change in objectives, the West 
is going through the motions. The important 
scene in the controversy is shifting to the United 
Nations, and & great many Americans feel that 
is where it ought to be. 

Britain's Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd {is 
said to be planning radio and television appeals 
to American opinion, in the hope that Secretary 
Dulles will be encouraged to support Britain and 
France more firmly. Certainly Mr. Dulles has 
not béen what could be described as firm; wheth- 
er that is dué)to the election, or to a tempera: 


Mr. Lloyd is welcome to state his case on 
Suez as strongly as he knows how. We suspect 
he will find that most Americans are willing to 
go a long way with Britain so long as the argu- 
ments it is makifig are legal arguments and the 
contest it is waging with Egypt is a peaceful one. 

What American opinion shies away from is 
trying to settle the Suez matter by force of 
arms or by some other form of warfare. And 
this is not because of any “return to isolation- 


- ism.” It is because of a conviction that trying to 


settle disputes with the new nations like Egypt 
in that way can only widen the gulf between 
the West and these nations, and aid the Soviet 
Union's drive to woo them. 

As strong a degree of international control 
for Suez as can be obtained by peaceful negotia- 
tion and United Nations sanction—that is the 
proper Western goal. To establish “international 
control” by force, as the British and French 
seemed to be contemplating at one time, is 
something else again.

A Strong Man and a Little Man 

The death of President Anastasio Somoza, who 
denied he was dictator of Nicaragua, recalls a 
colorful period of Central American history in 
which the color was too often blood red. 

President Somoza, a 200-pouhd man given to 
strong words and action, was the strong man 
Nicaragua for 20 years. Though his presidential 
terms were interrupted from 1947 to 1951, when 
he became displeased with the winning candi- 
date in 1947, that President was displaced by 
Gen. Somoza’s unclé. And tow that Somoza is 
dead by an assassin’s bullets, one of his sons be- 
comes President and another remains as com- 
mander of the army. 

A decade earlier the leadifig figure, if not 


strong man, of Nicaragua was a contrast to Somo- | 


za. He was a tiny man, he nevér héld important 
office and he seldom commanded much of an 
army. But his name was Augusto Cesar Safidino 
and few Americans who remember those days 
will forget him. 

During the frequent fighting of the period 
between Liberals and Corservatives, and thé 
also-frequent United States intervention, Gen. 
Sandino appeared as a leader of Liberal troops. 
To his people and most of Latin America he 
was a hero; to the Coolidge and Hoove® Admin- 
istrations he was a bandit: Of himself he simply 
said, “I shall never recognize a government im- 
posed by a foreign power.” And so he took on 
the United States Marines, who were there to 
“preserve order.” 

Sandino’s jungle war was for two years one 
situation which the Marines did not have ‘in 
hand. It led many North American néwspapers, 
including this one, to demand that the United 
States forces be withdrawn from Nicaragua. That 
was finally done by 1933 and,\true to his word, 
Gen. Sandino disbanded his army. - 

But there was a sequel. When as a peaceful 
farmer Sandino went to Managtia in 1933, he 
was seized and shot by his former enemies, the 
National Guardsmen, “against orders.” Gen. 
Somoza was then head of the National Guard, 
with the support of the United States as part 
of the arrangement for withdrawing the Marines. 

Under President Somoza Nicaragua had or- 
der, material progress and sturdy Washington 
friendship, and it was usually to North American 
reporters that he denied he was a dictator. 
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What TVA’s Statement Shows 


TVA’s annual report contains two enlighten- 
ing points of information fot those who pretend 
it is a charge on the public purse and who 
favor a “pattnership” policy instead. The 
authority earned from its power operations and 
returned to the United States Treasury during 
the year more than $50,000,000. 

If this had been a “partnership” operation, 
with a private company or companies owning the 
power plant and the Federal Goverment respon- 
sible for flood control, navigation and other parts 
of the program, the picture would have been 
quite different. The “partnership” would then 
have been a $7,000,000 charge on the public 
purse. 

Electric power is the “paying partner” of re- 
source development. Under the so-called “part- 
nership” policy which now is being promoted 
instead, the Government would bear the cost 
of operations that produce no financial returns, 
and private enterprise would take the revenues. 
It should be plain enough which of these is the 
better public business.

Military Lessons From Suez 


The Mirror

When Britain and France first considered use of force to take 
canal, they found over-reliance on nuclear weapons had left 
them without kind of force needed, military analyst says; also 
contends that disavowal of use of force gave Nasser trump card.

Two major military lessons have been 
re-emphasized sharply by the Suez 
Canal crisis. 

One is the military and political lia- 
bility of over-dependence on a nuclear 
strategy. The other is the necessity of 
a proper understanding of the role of 
force, military power, in international 
relations. 

When Gamal Abdel Nasser, President, 
of Egypt, nationalized the Universal 
Suez Canal Company the immediate 
governmental and public reaction in 
Britain and France 
was forceful. Mili- 
tary action was en- 
visaged. But neith- 
er Britain nor 
France was ready 
to apply military 
power of a 
suited to the situ- 
ation. 

Both nations 
could have utilized 
airpower, Britain 
with or without nu- 
clear weapons, al- 
most immediately. 
But airpower could 
not accomplish the 
objective in Egypt, and certainly, the 
use of nuclear weapons would have 
alienated the world. 


If force was to be employed the only 
possible objective that made sense was 
seizure of the Suez Canal—and seizure 
in such a manner that the canal could 
not be blocked for any long-term .period 
by the defenders. 


This objective implied the defeat of 
the Egyptian army and physical control 
of 103 miles of waterway. It implied 
a combination of seaborne and airborne 
landings, supported by all the parapher- 
nalia of so-called conventional warfare. 


Neither Britain nor France was pre- 
pared for any such operation. 


Britain has gone a long way in her 
military policy toward dependence on 
a nuclear defense. Her naval and land 
forces are relatively weak and widely 
dispersed. Some of her immediately 
available troops were tied down in

Cyprus. . 

France, with almost 400,000 troops 
fighting in North Africa, is less com- 
mitted to a nuclear strategy. But her 
conventional armed forces are by no 
means adequate to meeting her political 
commitments. 

Thus, though both Britain and France 
talked of military action, they did not 
have immediately available the type of 
armed force needed to carry out such 


action on the Suez crisis. Time, per- 
haps the most precious of military and 
political commodities, was required to 
assemble the task forces needed, and 
even then Peter was robbed to pay Paul. 


Thus over-dependence on the power 
of nuclear arms, a trend that still is 
continuing, and a retrenchment in con- 
ventional forces has been proved again 
a costly and dangerous concept. 


The other great lesson of the Suez 
crisis was inferentially mentioned by 
Secretary of State Dulles last week. Mr. 
Dulles warned that the “danger of war 
would recur” unless a Suez solution 
could be obtained. 

Force, in the form of military power, 
is, of course, the ultimate sanction in 
any international dispute, but one never 
to be uséd lightly. It should be em- 
ployed in the idea? case only in defensé 
of a nation’s vital interests, that is, the 
physical, political, economic and moral 
interests that mean life or death to a 
nation. 

When the Suez crisis first developed 
Mr. Dulles indicated by his actions that 
he did not believe vital interests were 
involved. President Nasser learned that 
the West was divided and that the Unit- 
ed States would not use force and would 
7 its usé by others. 

_ This pacific policy, despite its advan- 
tages, gave the Egyptian leader certain 
trumps in his dealings with the West. 
If he knew that military force would 
not be used, his own bargaining position 
was stronger. If diplomacy is the art 
of negotiation backed up by power it 
was advantageous to President Nasser 
to know that power would be used 

Mr. Dulles has fiow restored force to 
its traditional place in international 
politics. But it would have been better 
if Western power had Been obvious and 
ready but neither foresworn nor in- 
voked. 

Unfortunately, military power is a 
continuing factor in the world of men. 

A nation’s influence in today’s divided 
world depends to a considerable extent 
upon the proper use of this power, in 
support of its diplomacy, its political 
and moral aims. It always should be 
in the background, but it should be 
ready instantly and completely flexible, 
capable of meeting any political com- 
mitment of any type anywhere. 

A realization of the proper place of 
force international relations is essential 
to a sound diplomacy. But, more than 
ever in the nuclear age, the homely 
policy of Theodore Roosevelt is still 
applicable: “Speak softly and carry a 
big stick.”

Between Book Ends 
Part of the Landscape 


THe AMERICAN BUSINESS CREED, by Francis ¥. 

Tobin, (Herverd, py nn Binge wn oe erat 

Straphangers on crowded busses and 
newspaper readers are familiar with the 
creed of American business. For it is 
in bus advertisements, and newspaper 
and magazine pages that the principles 
of the creed are most frequently ex- 
pressed; and, in fact, it was from these 
same bus cards and published advertise- 
ments that the authors of this interest- 
ing book gathered their data. 


The American business creed is sim- 
ply the officially expressed views of 
American business men that have be- 
come a familiar part of the American 
landscape in recent years. The authors 
examine the creed since World War II 
in order to explain what it actually 
says and to attempt to apply a “theory 
of ideology” to the creed and explain 
why business men say and write what 
they do. , 

They found that the creed follows no 
uniform line over time and that it cov- 
ers a wide range of topics in¢luding the 
American system and its achievements, 
taxes, labor, the role of.the executive, 
reward of ownership and the values of 
the good society. 


For a dozen categories, the authors 
have distilled the essential principles 
of the creed and find it to say among 
other things that: government should 
have limited powers and be réstrained 
in their use; that real wages are insep- 
afably tied to productivity; that Ameri- 
can achievements are due to capitalism; 


. that the distinctive characteristic of our 


society is the business enterprise. 


None of this is new, but the authors 
have performed, a worthwhile service 
in organizing the creed from its pub- 
lished sources and examining the as- 
sumptions ft makes about economics, 
the nature of competition and society 
in general. While they avoid telling us 
how much of the creed they indorse, 
creeps 
through that the creed is, in their view, 
a bit unsophisticated in the light of 
modern-day economics. 

Their explanation of why business 
men say and write what they do is sur- 
prising and rather novel. é creed is 
not a self-interest device, they say. (If 
it were, why would business men sup- 
port a balanced federal budget in all 
cases?) Rather, it is the product of the 
anxiety and strain that the business 
men feel. It could be. ‘

up a batch of pickles ear- 

lier in the season, you may 
be tempted just now when the 
makin’s are still so plentiful 
and, usually, at such a low 
price. There are always plenty 
of green tomatoes among these, 
and there is no better pickle 
than a combination of these 
with onions and whole spices 
that is often called piccalilli. 

Some of us prefer the term 
green tomato pickle. It is easy 
to make after the vegetables 
have been soaked in salt water 
overnight. They should be 
drained well and rinsed in cold 
water before they are cooked 
with vinegar, sugar and spices. 
There are those: who like to tie 
spices in a piece of cheesecloth 
and to remove them before 
sealing in hot glass jars. Others 
like to have the whole spices 
remain with the vegetables, to 
which they will continue to add 
flavor. 

Another favorite pickle is an 
apple and tomato relish for 
which the latter should be 
fairly ripe. This is sometimes 
known as chutney if seeded 
raisins are added, although it 
is not so strongly spiced as the 
real Indian type of chutney. 
Unless you have been condi- 
tioned to the latter, you may 
prefer the more mild product 
that is good with any meat as 
well as with a curry. 

The basis for Indian curry is 
a mango, but either apples or 
pears may replace it in this 
spicy relish.

One-half peck green tomatoes 
(about 8 pounds), 12 medium 
onions, one cup salt, three 
green peppers, four cups sugar, 
one quart vinegar, four table- 
spoons celery seed, four table- 
spoons mustard seed, two table- 
spoons whole cloves, one table- 
spoon peppercorns, three three- 
inch sticks cinnamon. 

Wash tomatoes and remove 
stem ends. Slice one-fourth- 
inch thick. Wash, peel and 
slice onions. Place layers of 
tomatoes and onions in a large 
bowl alternately with salt and 
let stand overnight. Drain and 
rinse thoroughly with plenty of 
water. Wash peppers, remove 
stem ends, seeds and fibrous 
white portions and chop fine. 
Place vegetables in large kettle, 
add sugar, vinegar and mustard 
and celery seeds. Tie cloves, 
peppercorns and cinnamon in 
cheesecloth, and add to vege- 
table mixture. Stir over heat

ROM a reader comes this in- 
F teresting query: “So many 

problems have been solved 
in your column that surely you 
can put me on the right track 
regarding this question. Why 
do we say we go to the barber 
to get our hair cut? Why not 
‘hairs’?” 

If we go to the dentist to 
have more than one tooth ex- 
tracted, we would sdy we had 
‘teeth’ extracted. Why doesn’t 
this rule apply to the hair(s) 
cut?” 

Simply because “hair” in this 
sense is a collective noun and 
refers to the scalp’s covering as 
a unit. Now it’s perfectly true 
that your “head of hair” is 
made up of thousands of indi- 
vidual hairs. Nonetheless, the 
use of “hair” as a singular 
noun is well established when 
one is referring to the covering 
of the scalp. You wouldn't, for 
example, say “I’m planning to 
dye my hairs” nor would you 
say “My hairs are growing too 
long for comfort.” In each case, 
you would use the singular 
form, “hair.” 

Just bear in mind that you 
are speaking of your scalp cov- 
ering as a single entity, not as 
a collection of individual hairs, 
and you'll see the logic of con- 

sidering “hair” a singular noun.

Steam Radiator Air Valves 


here are probably some- 
T where over 159 reasons why 
a steam radiator will not 
heat up properly but In about 
98 times out of a 100 the trou- 
ble is with the little air valve. 


The air valve on the side of 
the radiator is a pretty vital 
part of the system. Its job is to 
allow the. air inside the radia- 
tor to escape when the .steam 
comes up thus making room in 
the radiator for the steam. If 
the air can’t escape, steam can’t 
@et into the radiator and the 
radiator won’t get warm. If the 
air escapes too slowly, the radi- 
have a ehance to 
rately warm be- 
fore the burner, shuts off. If 
the air valve is shot, it will al- 
low the steam as well as the 
air to escape and this can make 
a sort of mess around the radi- 


ator will onl

ator. 


Like ‘everything else about a 
house, a radiator air valve will 
eventually wear out and must 
be replaced. The job of un- 
screwing the old valve and in- 


— \ 
serting a new one is not diffi- 
cult and air valves are not ex- 
pensive, 

Many air valves are ruined 
because paint is smeared over 
them. The paint gets inside the 
valve and puts the delicate 
mechanism out of order. Often 
the coating is so thick as to 
close the small hole in the 
valve. A good rule is to keep 
paint off these valves. 


A common cause for a valve 
to stick is dirt in the inner 
works. A dirty valve can be 
cleaned by removing it and set- 
ting it in a saucer of white gas- 
oline. Be sure to use only white 
gasoline. Let the valve soak for 
15 minutes or so and then give 
it a good shaking. When it's 
dry,. replace it on the radiator.

Frora the time I was 11 wntil 
I graduated from high school I 
went to public school in Inde- 
pendence (first Bryant School, 
then Independence Junior High, 
and then William Chrisman 
High) from September to Jan- 
uary and to Gunston Hall from 
January to May. 

While this system had its dif- 
ficulties, it did provide me with 
an opportunity of attending co- 
educational public school and a 
private girl’s school; with the 
advantages of both. 

Gunston Hall was a school for 
young ladies in the old South- 
ern tradition. It was housed in 
four beautiful old Washington 
houses which had been con- 
verted into classrooms and lab- 
oratories with modern wings 
added for.dormitories. Gunston 
accommodated both boarding 
and day pupils. I was a day 
pupil. There was a big new 
gymnasium with a stage and the 
campus was a green acre of 
lawns and old spreading trees. 

I entered the fifth grade at 
Gunston at midyear. Everybody 
already knew everybody, except 
me. Some of them had always 
gone to Gunston and the crowds 
and the charmed circles and 
comradeships had already been 
set up. I had come fiom a 
place where everybody had 
known me since I was born and 
I had never had to exert my- 
self to make friends. For a

died). Jane was and is a beau- 
tiful, dark-eyed, dark-haired 
gypsy of a girl, full of fire and 
fun. In many ways besides the 


difference in our coloring, we 
are opposites, but this seems to 
have lent strength to our friend- 
ship. 

Jane was born in Washing- 
ton—one of the few Cave Dwell- 
ers (as native Washingtonians 
are called) I have ever known, 
and that made the city, seem 
less transient. First we were 
friends on the campus at Gun- 
ston Hall, and then we began 
to have Saturday lunch together 
and. go to the movies, always 
chaperoned by Mother or Mrs. 
Lingo. This was my first social 
life in Washington. Sometimes 
we went to the Shoreham for 
lunch or the Mayflower and felt 
very elegant. 

Jane could talk more and 
faster than anybody at the age 
of 10, and she giggled as much 
as | did.

AN FRANCISCO is always

I WAS MET HERE at once 
by the question, “Had I really 
meant that Mr. Nixon had called 
Mrs. Douglas a Communist?”
